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PREFACE. 



The plan of this Manual is the follow- 
ing. 

The " words of Jesus " have been taken 
as the lesson of the day. They are dis- 
tributed in thirty-one sections, the first 
twenty being from the earUer Gospels, and 
the remainder from that of John. It is 
hoped that this arrangement will prove a 
convenient one for those schools in which 
all the classes are engaged at once upon 
the same course of lessons in the Gospel. 

The passages of Scripture which follow 
have been carefully arranged, so as to be 
read alternately (if desired) by the head 
and the members of the school, or family. 
Twenty of them consist of selections from 
the Psalms ; and the remainder, from the 
later writings of the New Testament.

VI PREFACE. 

In respect to the prayers, it has been my 
aim to give the utmost freedom, variety, 
and excellence of devotional expression. 
It was my hope to prepare them wholly 
from materials furnished by other hands ; 
and only in a few instances has this course 
been departed from. I have sought where 
I could for models of standard excellence ; 
feeling confident of this principle, that, 
while the best devotional expression is 
sufficiently simple as to form, even the 
youngest minds should be familiar from 
the first with what is most full in thought, 
and elevated in tone. By permission of 
the proprietors, the " Chapel Liturgy," and 
Furness's " Domestic Worship," have been 
fireely used. The first ten of the accom- 
panying prayers, as well as some later 
portions of the book, are prepared wholly 
firom the Liturgy. Several others arc 
gathered from sources so various as St Au- 
gustine, Kempis, and Fenelon, Channing's 
Memoirs, and Miss Carpenter's " Medita- 
tions." For several, I am indebted to the 
kindness of my friends. In all, that only 
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is admitted which it is hoped may serve 
the higher purposes of such a Manual. 

Either portion of the service may be 
omitted, or easily abridged, at the discre- 
tion of the reader. 

My original intention was simply to sup- 
ply a want which I have experienced in 
conducting the devotions of the Sunday 
School. In doing this, however, it has 
seemed desirable to adopt the tone, and in- 
clude the larger range suggested in the 
title. With this view, as well as to make 
of it a convenient manual for professional 
use, I have added such other materials, as, 
without much enlarging the limits, seemed 
essential to the completeness, of the ex- 
tended plan.

Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, 
which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall he not much more 'clothe you, O ye 
of little faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall 
we eat ? or.

Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with 
what judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged ; and 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you again.

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Ask, and it shall be given you. Seek, and ye 
shall find. Knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you. For every one that asketh, receiveth ; and 
he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that knock- 
eth, it shall be opened. Or what man is there of 
you, whom if his son ask bread, will he give him 
a stone ? or if he ask a fish, will he give him a 
serpent ? If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? Therefore, all things 
whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them ; for this is the law and the 
prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate ; for wide is the 
gate and broad is the way that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be that go in thereat. Be- 
cause strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life ; and few there be that 
find it.

Hear ye, therefore, the parable of the sower. 

When any one heareth the word of the king- 
dom, and understandeth it not, then cometh the 
wicked one, and catcheth away that which was 
sown in his heart. This is he that received seed 
by the way-side. But he that received the seed 
into stony places, the same is he that heareth the 
word, and anon with joy receiveth it ; yet hath he 
not root in himself, but dureth for a while ; for 
when tribulation or persecution ariseth because of 
the word, by and by he is offended. He also that 
received seed among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word ; and the care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he be- 
cometh unfruitful. But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth the word, and 
understandeth it ; who also heareth fruit, and 
bringeth forth, some an hundred-fold, some sixty, 
some thirty. 
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Truly my soul waiteth upon God : from him 
cometh my salvation.

The kingdom of heaven is like to a grain of 
mustard-seed, which a man took and sowed in his 
field : which indeed is the least of all seeds ; but 
when it is grown, it is the greatest among herbs, 
and becometh a tree, so that the birds of the air 
come and lodge in the branches thereof. 

The kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven ; 
which a woman took and hid in three measures 
of meal, till the whole was leavened. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto 
treasure hid in a field ; which, when a man hath 
found, he hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
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merchantman seeking goodly pearls ; who, when 
he had found one pearl of great price, went and 
sold all^hat he had, and bought it. 

Again,^ the kingdom of heaven* is like unto a 
net, that was cast into the sea, and gathered of 
every kind : vhich, when it was full, they drew 
to the shore, and sat down, and gathered the good 
into vessels, but cast the bad away.

Father of the spirits of all flesh, thou who hast 
made us all of one blood, we desire the good of 
all men. Scatter the clouds of ignorance. Break 
asunder the bands of sin. Rebuke the folly and 
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wickedness of man: and inspire all with that 
reverence for thy truth, and regard for thy law, 
which will make them truly free. Incline them 
to hreak every yoke ; and proclaim freedom and 
light and good-will to all who sit in darkness. 
Thy kingdom come, and thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven: for thine is the power 
and the glory for ever. Amen,

Take heed, and beware of covetousness : for 
a man's life consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth. 

The ground of a certain rich man brought 
forth plentifully : and he thought within himself, 
saying, " What shall I do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits ? " And he said, " This 
will I do : I will pull down my barns, and build 
greater ; and there will I bestow all my fruits 
and my goods.

So is he that layeth up treasure for himself, 
and is not rich toward God. 

Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's 
good pleasure to give you the kingdom. Sell that 
ye have, and give alms : provide yourselves bags 
which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens that 
faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither 
moth corrupteth. For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also. Let your loins be 
girded about, and your lights burning ; and ye 
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yourselves like unto men that wait for their lord, 
when he will return from the wedding ; that when 
he Cometh and knocketh, they may open unto him 
immediately.

For. which cause we faint not : but though our 
outward man perish, yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day. 

Our light afiection, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory : 

While we look not at the things which are seen, 
but at the things which are not seen : for the 
things which are seen are temporal ; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal. 

For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.

Thou hast watched over us, and 
thy love hath kept us from harm. Thou grantest 
us health and strength.

£xc£FT a com of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone'; but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit.

I am the resur- 
rection and the life : he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live ; and who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall never die. 

Now is the judgment of this world : now shall 
the prince of this world be cast out. And I, if 
I be lifled up from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me. Yet a little while is the light with you : 
walk while ye have the light, lest darkness come 
upon you ; for he that walketh in darkness know- 
eth not whither he goeth. While ye have light, 
believe in the light, that ye may be the children 
of light. 

He that believeth on me believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me : and he that seeth me 
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seeth him that sent me. I am come a light into 
the world, that whosoever helieveth on me should 
not ahide in darkness. And if any man hear 
my words, and believe not, I judge him not : for 
I came not to judge the world, but to save the 
world. He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not 
my words, hath one that judgeth him : the word 
that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day.

The servant is 
not greater than his lord ; neither he that is sent 
greater than he that sent him. If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them. 

Little children, yet a little while I am with 
you. Ye shall seek me ; and as I said unto the 
Jews, Whither I go ye cannot come, so now I say 
to you. A new commandment I give unto you, 
that ye love one another ; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another. By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another. 



Put on, therefore, as the elect of God, holy 
and heloved, tender mercies, kindness, humble- 
ness of mind, meekness, and long-suffering, and 
above all, charity, which is the bond of perfect- 
ness. 

The end of the commandment is charity, out 
of a pure heart, and of a good conscience, and 
of faith unfeigned. 
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Though I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, and have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal : and though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all 
mysteries and all knowledge ; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove mountains, and 
have not charily, I am nothing. 

And though I bestow all my goods to feed the 
poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 

Charity sufiereth long and is kind : charity en- 
vieth not ; is not easily provoked ; thinketh no 
evil ; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth : 

Beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things. 

Charity never faileth : but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail ; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away : 

For we know in part, and we prophesy in part ; 
but when that which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done away. 

For now we see through a glass, darkly ; but 
then, face to face : now I know in part ; but then 
shall I know even as also I am known. 

And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these 
three ; but the greatest of these is charity. 
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Prayer. 

Father of lights, from whom cometh down 
every good and every perfect gift, let thy spirit 
warm our hearts while we bow in prayer and 
praise. Great is thy goodness, Lord : constant and 
unnumbered are its manifestations. Even when 
we are evil and unthankful, disregarding thy fa- 
vors and breaking thy commandments, still thou 
dost not withhold thy benefits from us, nor avenge 
thyself for our dark ingratitude and guilt. Thou 
makest thy sun rise upon the evil and upon the 
good, and sendest thy rain upon the just and upon 
the unjust. Thus is revealed thine unchange- 
able loving-kindness. O that the sau^red flame 
of thy love may kindle our souls, purging away 
all their impurities, and shining in our lives as a 
faint reflection of thee ! 

Enable us, thou who art the Sum and Source of 
every perfection, to rise above all envy and hatred ; 
that we may, like our Divine Master, love our 
neighbors as ourselves, and always be ready to 
sacrifice the inclinations of selfishness to the no- 
bler claims of Christian charity. But most of all 
we pray, that, by means of a faithful discharge of 
our duties to those around us, and an earnest im- 
provement of the privileges of this world, we may 
rise into hallowed communion with thee, and ex- 
perience a foretaste of heaven. 
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Forgive us all. Merciful Father, our transgres* 
sions. Bless us early with thy love, that we may 
serve thee in usefulness, and rejoice before thee 
in innocence, all our days. In the Redeemer's 
name, we beseech thee to hear and answer our 
humble prayer.

I will not leave you comfortless ; I will conie 
to you. Yet a little while, and the world seeth 
me no more : but ye see me ; because I live, ye 
shall live also. At that day ye shall know that 
I am in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 
If a man love me, he will keep my words : and 
my Father will love him, and we will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him. He that 
loveth me not keepeth not my sayings : and the 
word which ye hear is not mine, but the Father's 
that sent me. 

These things have I spoken unto you, being 
yet present with you. But the Comforter, which 
is the Holy Spirit, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you. Peace I leave with you ; 
my peace I give unto you ; not as the world 
giveth give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. 



' Faith is the substance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen. The just shall live 
by faith. 
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He that cometh to Grod must believe that he 
is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligenV 
ly seek him. 

Let us draw near, with a true heart, in full as- 
lurance of faith : 

Let us hold fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering ; and let us consider one an* 
other, to provoke unto love and good works. 

Let us lay aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, looking 
unto Jesus, the author and finisher of our faith : 

Who, for the joy that was set before him, en- 
dured the cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne of God. 

Consider him that endured such contradiction 
of sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied and 
faint in your minds. 

We have not yet resisted unto blood, striving 
against sin. 

Have ye forgotten the exhortation which speak- 
eth unto you as unto children ? — My Son, de- 
spise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him : 

For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. 

If ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with sons ; for what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not ? 
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We have had fathers of our flesh, who cor- 
rected us, and we gave them reverence: shall 
we not much rather he in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live ? 

For they verily for a few days. chastened us 
after their own pleasure; but he for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of his holiness. 

No chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous : nevertheless, afterwards it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them who are exercised thereby. 

Wherefore, lift up the hands which hang down, 
and the feeble knees; and make straight paths 
for your feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way ; but let it rather be healed. 

Follow peace with all men, and holiness, with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord.

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XXIX. 

I AM the true Vine, and my Father is the 
Hushandman. Every hranch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away ; and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit. Abide in me, and I in you. 
As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine, no more can ye, except ye 
abide in me. Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my disciples. 

As the Father hath loved me, so have I .loved 
you : continue ye in my love. If ye keep my 
commandments, ye shall abide in my love ; even 
as I have kept my Father's commandments, and 
abide in his love. These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might remain in you, and 
that your joy might be full. 

This is my commandment, that ye love one 
another, as I have loved you. Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do what- 
soever I command you. Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain ; that whatsoever ye shall ask 
the Father in my name, he may give it you.

Remember the word that I said unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will also persecute you : 
if they have kept my saying, they will keep yours 
also. But all these things will they do unto you 
for my name^s sake, because they know not him 
that sent me. 

But when the Comforter is come, whom I will 
send unto you from the Father, even the Spirit of 
Truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me ; and ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from the beginning. 



Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who according to his abundant mer- 
cy hath begotten us again unto a living hope : 

To an inheritance incorruptible, undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away. 

That the trial of your faith might be found 
unto praise and honor and glory at the appearing 
of Jesus Christ ; whom having not seen ye love ; 
m whom, though now ye see him not, yet be- 
lieving, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory : 

Receiving the end of our faith, even the salva- 
tion of our souls.

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Because it is written, Be ye holy ; for I am holy. 

All flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man 
as the flower of grass. 

The grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away ; but the word of the Lord enduifeth 
for ever. 

If ye suffer for righteousness^ sake, happy are 
ye : be not afraid of the terror, neither be troubled ; 
but sanctify the Lord Grod in your hearts; and 
be ready always to give an answer to every man 
that asketh you a reason of the hope that is in 
you, with meekness and fear : 

It is better, if the will of God be so, that we 
suffer for well-doing than for evil-doing. 

Beloved, think it not strange concerning the 
fiery trial which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you ; but rejoice, in- 
asmuch as ye are partakers of Christ's sufferings ; 
that when his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. 

If we be reproached for the name of Christ, 
happy are we ; for the spirit of glory and of God 
resteth upon us. 

The God of all grace, who hath called us unto 
his eternal glory, make you perfect, establish, 
strengthen, settle you. 

To him be glory and dominion for ever and 
ever.

Prayer. 

Great art thou, O Lord, and greatly to be 
praised.

These things have I told you, that, when the 
time shall come, ye may remember that I told 
you of them. But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 

It is expedient 
for you that I go away ; for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you, but if I depsirt, 
I will send him unto you. 

I have yet many things to say unto you ; but ye 
cannot bear them now.

Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my 
name, he will give it you.

I say not unto 
you, that 1 will pray the Father for you ; for the 
Father himself loveth you, because ye have loved 
me, and have believed that I came out from God. 
I came forth from the Father, and am come into 
the world ; and again I leave the world, and go 
to the Father. 

Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, 
that ye shall be scattered every man to his own, 
and shall leave me alone ; and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is with me. These things 
have I spoken unto you, that in me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye shall have tribula- 
tion : but be of good cheer ; I have overcome the 
world. 



Behold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called the 
sons of God ! 

Ndw are we the sons of God ; and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be ; but we know that. 
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when he Bhall appeur, we shall be like him, for 
we shall see him aa he is. 

And eveiy man that hath this hope in hini 
purifieth himself, even as he is pure. 

Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not; who- 
soever sinneth bath not seen him, neither knowa 

Little children, let no man deceive you : he . 
that doeth righteousness is righleouB, even as 
he is righteous : whosoever doeth not righteous- 
ness is not of God, neither he tliat loveth not his 
hrother. 

This is the message that we have heard from 
the beginning, that we should love one another. 

My little children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue ; but in deed and in truth ; for 
if our heart condemn ua, God is greater than our 
heart, and knowelh all tilings. 

If our heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God : and hereby we know 
that he abideth in us, by his spirit which he hath 
given us. I 

Beloved, let us love one another : for love is of < 
God ; and every one that loveth is born of God, 
and knowelh God. 

He that loveth not, knowelh not God : for God 

Wc have known and believed the love that 
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God hath to us. God is love ; and he that dwell* 
eth in love dwelleth in God, and He in him. 

There is no fear in love ; but perfect love 
casteth out fear. We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

If a man say, 1 love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth not his brother, 
whom he hath seen, how can he love God, whom 
he hath not seen ? 

And this commandment have we from him. 
That he who loveth God love his brother also. 

Whatsoever is born of God overcometh the 
world : and this is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. 

And this is the record, that God hath given 
unto us eternal life. 

PSATEH. 

O God! the centre of all pure spirits, the 
Everlasting Goodness, we come to thee. Thou 
art the happiness of heaven ; and thy presence, 
felt by the soul that communes with thee, is the 
highest good. Ignorant of thee, we know nothing
